quite a turn of speed for fonr furlongs and 
then retired. Crescent City, thought by many 
to have a good chance, ran away for almost a 
mils, spoiling whatever chance be might have 
had. 

The other two-year-old race, the fifth, a dash 
of six furlongs, wont to Ben Vincent’s good filly 
Amirante, which easily picked np the loader, 
Miracle II,, at the last eighth post and then 
cams away winning by three-qnarters of a 
length from Harry Wilson which closed with a 
rush and bronght the winner to a drive to stall 
off his bid in the closing strides. Miracle 11. 
was third three lengths away bat Wyeth would 
have beaten him in another stride. The latter 
finished stoutly and will undoubtedly show to 
good advantage on a dry track. 

Little Duchess II. carried off tbe purse in 
tbe last race without much trouble, after lead- 
ing by a good margin from the first quarter post. 
She won by three and a half lengths quite 
easily from the fast closing George Lea, he 
baatieg Zach Phelps eight for second place. 
George Lea closed a big gap while coming down 
the last quarter, hot was not good enough to 
beat tha winner. Cbanncey Fisher ran well for 
seven fnrlongs, as did Baeselas, bat both fell 
away beaten in tha final quarter. 

Bangle’s poor showing in tbe long distance 
race may ha accountad for from tha fact that 
ha is being schooled over tha jumps and his 
work through the infield must have certainly 
dulled his spsed in yesterday’s race. This was 
evidently known to a nnmber of tha bookies 
who laid as high as 7 to 1 against him.
